One Member's Objections. 


A careful reading of the Congressional 
Record will also show that practically the 
only arguments advanced in favor of the 
limitation proposed by Mr. Tawney's com- 
mltee, beyond what may be supposed to 
be contained by implication in .certain 
sentences as to "abuses" which were not 
specified, were those contained In the 
repeated statements of Mr. Sherley. Mr. 
Sherley stated that there had been "pro- 
nounced abuses growing out of the use of 
the secret service for purposes other than 
those intended," putting his statement 
in the form of a question, and In the 
same form further stated that the "pri-

In addition to 
these assertions couched in questions, he 
made one positive declaration, that "this 
ecret service at one time was used for 
he purpose of looking into the personal 
onduct of a member of congress." This 
argument of Mr. Sherley. the only real 
argument as to the merits of the ques- 
lon made on behalf of tho committee on 
Appropriations, will be found In columns 


and 2 of page 5556. and column 1 of 
lagc 5557 of the Congressional Record., 
"o column 1 of page 555G Mr. Sherley re- 
'crs to the Impropriety of permitting the 
secret service men to investigate men In 
he departments, officers of the army and 
navy, and senators and congressmen; in 
column 2 he refers to officers of- the navy 
and members of congress; in column ], 
page 5557, he refers only to members of 
congress. His speech puts most weight 
on the investigation of members of con- 
gress. 


Cannon's Secretary Started It. 


What appears in the record is filled out 


and explained by an article which ap- 
peared In the Chicago Inter-Ocean of 
January 3. 1304. under a Washington 
headline, nnd which marked the begin- 
ning of this agitation against the secret 
service. It was a special article of about 
3.000 words, written, as I was then in- 
formed and now understand, by Mr. L. 
W. Busbey, at that time private secretary 
to the speaker of the house. I enclose a 
copy of certain extracts from tho. article.

the house and senate. * * '"When It 
was discovered that the secret service 
men were ebadowlng congressmen there 
was a storm o£ indignation at the capi- 
tol and the bureau came near being abol- 
ished and the appropriation for the sup- 
pression of counterfeiting cut off. * * » 
At auotlicr time the chief of the secret 
service had his men slinuov; congressmen 
with a view to Involving them in scan- 
dals that would euable the bureau to 
dictate to them as the price of silence. 
* * * The secret service men have nn 
Inclination again to shadow members of 
conprcss, knowing them to he law-mak- 
ers, anil this Is no joke. Several of the 
departments have asked congress for 
secret funds for investigation, and the 
treasury department wants the limita- 
tion removed from the appropriation, for 
suppressing counterfeiting. 
This shows 


tendency toward Fonclieisiu and a se- 
cret, watcu on other officials than them- 
selves. 
At the time of this publication the work 


»f the secret service wlilch wns thus as- 
sailed. Included especially the investiga- 
tion of great land frauds in the west, and 
the securinc of evidence to help tlie de- 
partment of justice in the beef-trnst in- 
vestigations at Chicago, which resulted In 
successful prosecutions. 


Shows the Spirit of It. 


In view of Mr. Eusbey's position, I have 


accepted the above quoted statements as 
fairly expressing the 
real meaning and 


animus of the attacks made In general 
terms on tlie use of the secret service for 
the punishment 
of criminals. 
Further- 
more, in the performance of my duty, to 
endeavor to find the feelings.of congress- 
men on public questions o£ note. I have 
frequently dlscnssert this particular mat- 
ter with members of congress; and on 
such occasions the reasons alleged to me 
tor the hoetlllty of congress to the secret 
service, both liy those who did and by 
those who Old not share this hostility, 
wore almost Invariably the same as those 
set forth In Mr. Btisbey's article. I may 
add, 
by the way. that tbese allegations 
as to the secret service are wholly with- 
out foundation In fact. 


Bnt all of this Is of Insignificant im- 
portance compared with the main, the 
real issue. This Issne Is simply, does con- 
gress desire that the government shsll 
nave nt Its disposal the most efficient in- 


There Is no more foolish outcry tlinn this 
against 'spies:' only criminals need fear 
our detectives." 
(I inclose copy of the 


wholo. letter, marked Appendix C. The 
postscript is blurred In my copybook, and 
:wo or three of the words can not be de- 
ciphered.) These methods proved imavall- 
ng to prevent the wrong. Messrs. Taw- 
aey and Smitb, and their fellow 
mem- 


jers on the appropriation committee paid 
po heed to the protests; nnd as the obnox- 
ious provision was Incorporated iu "the 
sundry civil bill, It was Impossible for me 
to consider or discuss it on Its merits, as 
1. should have done had It been in a sep- 
arate bill. 
Therefore I have now taken 
tlie only method available, that of dis- 
cussing it in my message to congress; and 
as all efforts to setfure what I regard as 
proper treatment of the subject without 
recourse to plain speaking had failed, I 
have spoten plainly nnd directly, nnd have 
set forth the facts In explicit terms. 


Work of the Secret Service. 


Since 1001 the investigations covered by 
the 
secret 
service division—under the 


practice which had been for many years 
recognized as proper and legitimate, and 
which hod received the sanction of the 
highest law officers of the government- 
have covered 
a wide range of 
offenses 
against the federal law. By far the most 
Important of these related to tho public 
domain, as to which there was uncov- 
ered a far-reaching and widespread sys- 
tem of fraudulent transactions Involving 
wtli the Illegal acquisition and the Illegal 
fencing of government land: nnd, .In con- 
noction 
with both these 
offenses, 
the 
crimes of perjury and subornation of per- 
jury. 
Some of the persons Involved in 
these violations were of great wealth and 
of wide political and social Influence. Both 
their corporate associations and their po- 
litical afillatlons, nnil the lawless charac- 
ter of some of (heir employes, made the 
investigations not only difficult but dan- 
gerous.

service men was assassinated.

Tho most extensive smuggling of silk 
and opium in the history of the treasury 
department was Investigated by agents 
of the socret sen-ice In New Torlv and 
Seattle and a. successful prosecution of 
the offenders undertaken. Assistance of 
the utmost value was rendered to tho de- 
partment of justice in the beef-trust in- 
vstlgatlon at Chicago, prosecutions were 
followed up and fines inflicted.

Broke Up the Lottery. 


What was done in connection with lot- 
tery investigations Is disclosed in a letter 
just sent to me "by the United States at- 
torney for Delaware, running as follows:

Three hundred thousand dollars In fines 


were collected by the government In the 
lottery cases. 
Again, the ink contract 


fraud in the bureau of engraving arid 
printing (a bureau of tho treasury de- 
partment) was Investigated by tho secret 
service and the guilty parties brought to 
justice. Mr. Tawney stated In the debate 
that this was not investigated by the 
secret son-ice but by a clerk "down 
there." conveying the Impression that the 
clerk was not In the secret service. As 
a matter of- fact, he was in the secret 
sen-ice; his name was Moran. and he was 
promoted to assistant chief for the ex- 
cellence of his work in this case. The 
total expense for tlie office and field force 
of the secret sen-ice last voar was Ji.15 - 
000; and hy this one investigation they 
saved to the government over Jloi) 000 a 
year. Thanks to the restriction Imposed 
by congress It Is now very difficult for 
the secretary of the treasury to use the 
secret service freely cvn in his own de- 
partment: for Instance, to use them to 
repeat what they did so admirably In 
the ca?c Of this Ink contract Tho gov- 
ernment Is further crippled br the law 
forbidding it to employ detective agen- 
cies. Of course the government can^ de- 
tect the most dangerous crimes and 
punish

Says His Position Is Vindicated. 


The facts above given show beyond pos- 


sibility- of doubt that what the secretary 
o£ the treasury and I had both written 
prior to the enactment of the obnoslons 
jrovision, and what I have since - written 
in my message to the congress, state tlie 
facts exactly as they are.

of James Hargis, one of the most 
sinister figures that has 
ever ap- 


peared on any page of that state's his- 
tory. 


"Jim." Hargis was the son ot John 


S. Hargis, a sturdy mountaineer who 
for many years was a power in the 
politics of the Tenth 
congressional 


district of Kentucky and a leader in 
the commercial affairs of Breathitt 
county. 


Brother Fills Out His Term. 


The elder Hargis died attending a 


session of the state legislature at 
Frankfort, and the family being at 
the time all powerful in the district, 
his son, Alexander, a brother of Jim 
Hargis, was elected to fill out the un- 
expired term. Alexander was-in no 
sense a constructive statesman, and 
politics as practiced at the state capi- 
tal did not appeal to him. He once 
seconded a motion to adjourn and on 
another occasion he moved a cor- 
rection in the journal of the senate 
This was the extent of the services 
rendered to the state by Alexander 
At the .expiration of his 
term he 


gladly retired 
to make way for 


James, who had just been electe; 
judge in Breatbitt county, and who 
commenced with his appearance In

! legislature that career which has 


cast so dark a shadow over his state 
and" has made his name 
familiar 


throughout the land. 


Although Hargis will be 
chiefly 


known as a procurer of cold blooded 
assassinations, he had many excel- 
lent qualities, numerous strong traits 
of character, and, until the day of his 
death, he had a multitude of friends 
throughout his political dominion who 
were fervently attached to him. 


Hargis was tall, erect, well propor- 


tioned, and his clean shaven, deter- 
mined looking face* wore habitually 
an amiable expression. 
He was by 


nature apparently modest and retir- 
ing, and never throughout his tur- 
bulent and blood stained life did he 
ever speak of his difficulties .and dis- 
putes with • other men unless some- 
body spoke of them first and in the 
most direct manner. 
His replies at 


such times were always brief and os- 
tensibly in the interests of peace. 


Hsrrjis is Sorry for Killing. 


Once while seated in a cafe at 


Frankfort discussing with some mem- 
bers of the legislature the merits of a 
bill in which he was personally inter- 
ested Hargis was interrupted by the 
hasty entrance of a messenger bring- 
ing the news of a sensational "killing" 
in another part of the state. There 
was a general silence, which was 
broken by Hargis: 


"I'm sorry to hear that," he said. "T 


always hata to hear or. such things. I 
reckon a man who has the blood of 
his fellow-man on his 
hands, even 


though he might have been justified, 
never feels just right over it. and I 
wouldn't wonder if the man who pets 
killed ain't the best off of the two.'' 


The man who said these words, 


quietly and in .1 snlrit of entire can- 
dor, was then awaiting trial for some 
of the most shocking murders that 
ever disgraced a state, and struck ter- 
ror arnon~ its neoplp. 


Successful ss Business Men. 


H.irp's and his brothers wrn h'gh-

power in the Tenth, district, and'es- 
pecially in Breathitt county. 


The force and ability shown by Har- 


gis In various political campaigns had 
made him a marked man throughout 
the state, and when in 1899 he linked 
his fortunes with those, of William 
Goebel, the combination was strong 
and one that, as long as- Goebel lived, 
was' never defeated. 


Made Deal With Goebel. 


Goebel was a candidate for the dem- 


ocratic nomination for governor, and 
Hargis, who aspired to be the-undis 
puted boss in the mountain section of 
the state, was anxious to represent his 
district on the state central commit- 
tee. It was agreed that Hargis should 
be named as committeeman provided 
he delivered to Goebel the delegates 
from certain mountain counties. Some 
of the counties he carried for Goebel, 
and in those counties which he failed 
to deliver he instituted contests. 


The story of the famous "Louisville 


convention" is too long a chapter of 
Kentucky political history to be re- 
counted here. It is enough to say that 
Hargis produced in Judge .David B. 
Redwine a most complaisant presid- 
ing officer for them^and at the end of 
ten days of riot such as the state had 
never before witnessed Hargis' con-i 
testing delegations were seated. Goe- 
bel was declared the nominee of his 
party and Hargis was a member of the 
state central committee. 


Hargis remained a staunch adherent 


of Goebel until the death of the latter, 
and became the undisputed democrat- 
ic leader.of the Tenth district in gen- 
eral and of Breathitt county in partic- 
ular. Those who had opposed him be- 
carae his friends, and climbed with 
cheerful alacrity Into the Hargis band 
wagon. Brick Combs, a former sheriff 
of Breathitt county, and the only man 
in that section who had ever been able 
to marshal even a respectable follow- 
ing against the Hargis machine, be- 
came one of its leading cos-wheels. 


Series of Murders Begin. 


Two years niter the political career 


of Goebcl hrul been terminated by an, 
assassin at Frankfort commenced the 
horrible scries of murders in Breathitt 
county that rnade the name of Har- 
gis notorious throughout the country. 


For many years 'hero had existed 


'11 ferline fc^fween the Karcis and 


families, .ind sever?.! mr.r- 


nar? had been committed, but for 
some 
time prior to 1902. when It 


broke oat with increased ferocity, an 


armed truce had been recognized b'y 
both sides. At an election in that 
year, however, 
Ben Hargis, 
the 


youngest of the Hargis brothers, was 
shot and killed by Tom Cockrill. 


The vendetta sprang up at once, 


and with "Jim" Hargis the leader ot 
his faction it became more bloody 
than it had ever been before. Har- 
gis was a judge of the county court 
during the period of all these crimes, 
and not only did he never lift his 
hand to prevent any of them, but al- 
though acquitted in the courts, he 
has always been and always will be 
considered the deliberate instigator 
of them. 


Dr. Cox First One Killed. 


The first life taken was that of Dr. 


B. L. Cox, a physician who had been 
the guardian of the Cockrill boys and 
who had taken an active part in tho 
defense of Tom Cockrill when he was 
acquitted for the murder of Ben Har- 
gis. 
On the night of April 13, 1902, 


he was, while' standirig In his own 
yard, shot and killed by men hidden 
in the rear of the Hargis store. 


James Cockrill, a brother of Tom 


Cockrill was town marshal of Jack- 
son at this time, but at the solicita- 
tion of his friends, who were anxious 
to prevent further 
trouble, he an- 


nounced that in the interest of peaca 
he intended to leave Jackson forever. 
He was actually on his way to the 
depot, for the purpose of leaving Jack- 
son and making his home in Oklaho- 
ma, when shots were fired from the 
courtroom where Judge Hargis pre- 
sided, and James Cockrill fell, riddled 
with bullets; 


This murder was committed on 


July 21, 1902, and caused intense ex- 
citement, not. only in Breathitt coun- 
ty but throughout Kentucky as well. 
It. was generally believed that the 
Hargis faction was responsible not 
only for the murder of James Cock 
riH but for that of Dr. Cox. Hargis 
however, was not charged with being 
an accomplice or the instigator of the 
crimes until several months later. 


Marcum's Murder Reddest of All. 
The most sensation murder of them 


all was yet to come. This was the 
killing of James B. Marcum, a promi 
nent attorney of Jackson. 


Marcum was an uncompromising 


foe to the Kargis people, and he 
wielded a powerful influence agains1 
them. He had fearlessly condemnee 
the methods employed- by Hargis In 
politics, and had been unsparing in 
his denunciation of the murders -ol

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cum from Jackson Hargis caused his 
Indictment on charges of criminal li- 
bel, declaring that Mnrcum had in- 
sinuated that Hargis had been con- 
nected with various and sundry kill- 
ings In Breathitt county. 


Mnrcum was a typical mountaineer, 


and the restrained life ot a city like 
Lexington was irksome to him. H'.B 
law business was not as prosperous 
as he had hoped, and ho became dis- 
couraged and homesick for the moun- 
tains. He announced that he intend- 
ed to return to Jackson again, and 
persisted In his resolve against the 
arguments of all his friends. 


Call of Home Too Strong. 


They pointed out to him that he 


was courting death if he returned, 
but there is only one thing on earth 
that can cure a longing for home and 
that is to go there. Well aware that 
he was staking his 
life, Marcum 


packed up his belongings and re- 
turned to the homo of his father. For 
several months whenever he walked 
the streets of Jackson he carried in 
his arms his Infant child, believing 
hat nobody would shoot him down 
"or fear of killing the baby. 


On May 4, 1903, while standing on 


the steps of the courthouse In Jack- 
son, 
talking with Capt. B. ,T. Ewen, 


Marcum was shot through the heart 
rom behind 
and instantly 
killed. 


Curtis Jett, a nephew of Hargis, and 
Tom White a political follower, were 
convicted of the murder of Marcum 


aud sentenced to life imprisonmeat 
in the penitentiary at Fraakfort. 


The murder of Marcum caused » 


tremendous sensation and Gov. Beck- 
ham, in response to a general demand 
from all parts of the state, proclaimed 
martial law in Breathitt county and 
sent the state troops to Jackson. Sc 
strong, however, was the Hargis In- 
fluence that the state 
declined t« 


prosecute Jett and White without a 
change of venue, being satisfied that 
no conviction was possible tinder oth- 
er circumstances. 


Admitted Seeing Cold Murder. 


At the trial both Hargis and nil 


friend, Sheriff Edward Calahan,- com- 
placently admitted under oath that 
when Marcum was murdered they 
were looking out of a window In Hai>- 
gls' store and saw the assassin sneak 
up on Marcum from behind, and shoot 
him down. They were the two highest 
peace ofilrfrK 
!n Breathitt county. 


They witnessed the murder and yet 
made no effort to arrest the murderer. 
Harris also paid all the expenses ol '. 
the defense. 


Later Hargis was himself placed 


on trial as an accessory to the murder 
of Marcum, but was acquitted. Not> 
withstanding this verdict, Mrs. Mar- 
cum brought a civil suit against him 
for damages, bPcause of her husband'! 
murder, secured judgment, and Hargtg 
spnt her a check for $12,000, although 
(ho criminal court had previously de- 
clared him innocent of the murder. 


Although Hargis had 
been de- 


nounced In tho fiercest manner by tho 
press of the state he retained his grip 
on the democratic organization of the 
Tenth district, and nothing could, for 
a long time, shake him off. He was 
finally forced oft the state central 
committee, and was later defeated for 
county judge by a majority o! 700. 
Cnlahan and the remainder of the 
Hargis ticket went down to defeat at 
the same time. He remained, how- 
ever, In high favor with the Beckham 
administration until Its close. 


Hargis' Death Wholly Expected. 
His death at the hands ot his own 


son Is too recent to require description 
here. It was such a death as had 
been universally predicted for him, al- 
though It had never been dreamed that 
it would come at the hand of his own 


The following story shows some of 


the better traits of Hargis' character 
and throws a light upon conditions la 
Breathitt county some years since and 
as they are today. The sheriff, Brick 
Combs, was holding under sentence of 
death a man named "Bad Tom" Smith, 
who was a personal friend. John 
Young Brown, who was then governor '•' 
of the state, received confidential In- 
formation that Combs would not hang. - 
Smith, and desired to have the death 
warrant taken there by a .special and 
•discreet messenger. 
The man bring- 
';• 


Ing the warrant was likely to meet 
with sudden and violent interrupt!ou 
in carrying out his mission, and the 
errand required both nerve and tact. 


The governor selected for- the task 


.T. W. Marksburg, a. newspaper man'" of 
Frankfort, who had, the governor .was . 
satisfied, plenty of courage and good 
sense. 
He instructed Marksburg to 
:

Cox and Cockrill. Marcum knew tha 
he' was imperiling his own life, bu! 


held steadily on his -way. He finall; 
issued a letter in which he declared, 
that he was a marked man, and be 
cause he knew that sooner or later 
he was certain to be murdered he 
had decided to leave Jackson. More 
fortunate than James Cockrill, he 
was allowed to leave, and took up his 
residence in Lexinsrton, Ky., and ea- 
lered upon tho practice of his profes- 
sion.

The new constitution of Michigan, 


which has just been ratified, gives tax 
suffrage to women. A large delega- 
tion of women representing all classes 
had a hearing before the constitution- 
al convention asking that women havo 
full suffrage with men. Their'plea 
was backed by a .petition with 175,000 
individual signatures.
